David has been involed with a project 
concerning a new camera being marketed by Sony that 
creates it’s digital images on a Compact Disk. The idea 
was first brought to light by Robert Bernardo of the 
Fresno Club. His quest was to find a camera that had 
media that could be used by the Commodore Computer. 
The Sony has previously produced cameras that saved 
their images to 3 1/2 floppy disk compatible with the IBM 
format. Robert spotted at one of his local stores the new 
Sony Mavica camera that writes to CD’s and wondered if it 
was in a format that could be readable thru the 
Commodore. Since David worked at a computer store that 
sold digital imaging products, including cameras, he got a 
chance to play with one of the cameras. A third party was 
called in to help with the project since neither David nor 
Robert had a CD drive setup for their Commodores. Dale 
Sidebottom from the Louisville Club was brought into the 
mix, since he did have all the necessary hardware, and 
software (CDRom Commander for the 128) to try the disk 
out. Initial reports indicate the CD drive Dale had could 
not read the disk. But that perhaps a newer drive would, 
so when Dale gets a new drive, he will try again. So this 
project is on hold pending the selection of the appropriate 
drive. Discussion proceeding on how it could benefit the 
Commodore Community.

I am happy to announce that the VCF is moving ahead with plans for an event on the East Coast 
of the United States. We are considering hosting the event somewhere in the New England area, 
with Boston being heavily favored both for its central location and historical relevance to 
computing. 


But we want to be sure to hold the event in a locale that will be amenable to the highest number 
of potential attendees, so we are polling our mailing list subscribers to determine where the most 
ideal location would be. 


In deciding on a locale, we'd like to keep these criteria in mind: 

1) Availability of an affordable location suitable for the Festival 2) Geographical proximity to the 
most number of potential attendees 3) Proximity to major airports 4) Availability of decent and 
affordable accomodations 5) Weather 6) Historical relevance (i.e. near Route 128 near Boston,
